The Great Duty of the Hour. 



Having dewolt upon tbo odvaotagoooB 
character of iho terms apon whioli this 
Colony is about to become a Proviuco 
of the J)omiDioa of Canada, and bavlug 
inttmated-the indobtodneaa of the peo- 
ple to those throagh whom and from 
whom these bonefioial torma hare been 
obtained, and tbo duty ot fitting reoog- 
nitlM of that indeb^^^ wo now 

oome.to oODiider. what;: may jastly be 
regarded as the grVat^dsty of the boar. 
The new and; let us bfiHevo, glorious 
dispensation apoo which the Colony is 
now enioting is by no means one of 
reBt-and-be-lbaiilifolncHH. Qaiie tbe 
contrary, indoedt If Contederation 
brings ia its riKbt band material advao- 
toges and polUitial liberty, It brings in 
its left greater respohsibility. It has 
been claimed, and with much show of 
reason, thiit, in a poliiicul sense, the 
people of British Oolumbia have hither- 
to been slaves. A one-man power has 
levied and expended the taxes. Tho re- 
presentative of the Qaoen baa boon 
the mere ngeul, so to spouk, of Dowu- 
ing-slreet, and the nffairb ot the Uolouy 
have been admio'Btered by a power 
wholly indepeudontof the people. Uuder 
these circumstances it ia scarcely sur- 
prising that the people should have 
given way to a Spirit of' •fault-finding 
and political dittooutent — that their 
natural Bolf-reliaoco should havo been 
somewhat, undorminedi Poiiiical 
slavery, like pbyaioul slavery, enervates 
and uomans, unfila men in a greater or 
less degree to become ibo arcuiteots of 
tbeir own fortunes. Well, Confoderatioo 
knooka off the poiiiical chains with 
Whioh tbe people have boon bound these 
many years. It brings with it tho full 
est political liberty consistent with 
solid coustitntioual wellbeing. It con. 
fere npon the people Belt-goverument, 
the faU control of all local nfTairs. It 
Barely requires no great ofifort to dia- 
oern the gravity of the siination — the 
responeibility thus involved. Nor can 
it be expected that a peopio so loag en- 
slaved will all at ODoe full; realize tho 
importaoee and responsibility of their 
new born liberty. The change is so 
sudden, the transition so great, that it 
may bo persumod to take eomo little 
time to rocover that elasticity and vigor 
ot limb oud thought and aotioo, so 
eisential to the proper exercise of the 
powers of self government. It sboald 
be tbe object of every true patriot at 
this critical juncture, this turning-point 
in the history ot the Colony, lo aroubo 
the people to a sense of the great duty 
of the hour, to endeavour to bring them 
to a praolical realization of individual 
responsibility — of tbe fact that each has 
a d^tinot duty to perform In 'shaping 
and working the now system— a dnty 
whioh every man must perform for him 
■elf, which no one else can perform lor 
him. A now Government has to be 
formed ; and it has to be formed by the 
vote$ of the people. Id order to vote 
every man maat, by his own overt act, 
place blmseif npon the roil of ref,'ia>.tired 
voters ; and this most be bo ween ibu 
tenth day of May aod tho tenth day ol 
June next. Tbe man who neglects to 
do this will have failed to do his du'y, 
big individual part in constructing a peo- 
ple's government, in working out that 
system for whioh tho people have so long 
and anxionsly souglit. The lirHt sti-p 
is to rpgiHter — to qualify to vote. To 
neglect that is to neglect all. Herce tho 
paramount iiuponauoe of taking tho 
fint step. The second step is lo vote ; 
And open the mftuner of exercising tho 
rlgbt. to, vote must chiefly do,,ond the 
Baddess or non-aucoess of res^ionaiblo 
government in Bri.ioU Columbia. It bus 
long been objected that tbls.OpIopy wua 
not quite prepared to work out thai 
Bystem, that public opinion was noi 
Bnffioienily formed,' that the people 
Wonld no; take that carotul interest in 
politioal mattorsso esaeiitial :o its auc- 
cesbfal working. The people aro_ now 
called upon to dcmonstrftie their fimeaa 
to muoago tbeir own local ofFuirt, and 
Briilsh Columbia expects 'that every 
man this day will do biu duty.' lu the
